"He made his money in the street 
car business,” said this man, who, aa 
lawyer practicing here while Mr. 
Johnson was in charge of the local 
street car company a few years ago, 
knew him Intimately. “His first street 
car connection was in Louisville, Ky. 
There he had the Job of taking the 
nickels out of the cars on each trip. 
The cars had no conductors aud the 
passengers were 
required 
to 
drop 
their nickels in a box. It was the boy 
Tom’s job to take the nickels out at 
the end of each run. 
‘He concluded this wag a good deal

DICKENS’ METHOD OF LABOR 


Groat Novelist Evolved Plots as He 
Walked, According to Testimony 
of Old Friend. 


Marcus Stone, the veteran painter 
whose old-fashioned young men and 
maidens meeting or parting in old­ 
fashioned gardens have for so many 
years delighted the 
British 
public, 
celebrated his 
72nd 
birthday 
last 
week. 
He has been giving some of 
his reminiscences. 
Every Christmas and every summer 
for 20 years Marcus Stone used to 
visit Charles Dickens at his various 
homes, especially at Gad’s Hill, near 
Rochester. 
“Dickens,” says Stone, “was one of 
the greatest and kindest men I ever 
met. 
fie was imbued with the true 
Christian spirit. 
W hat particularly 
struck me at Gad’s Hill was the at­ 
mosphere of calm and comfort one 
felt at once on entering the house. 
“At 3 o’clock every afternoon we 
used to have a 20-mile walk in the 
country round. 
Dickens spoke but lit­ 
tle while walking, and this after a 
time led me to discover the secret of 
his amazing industry. 
He sat only for 
a few hours at his desk, and I always 
wondered how he could be so prolific 
tm author. 
“Well, owing to his taciturnity in 
our country walks I began to suspect 
that it was then he evolved most of 
the plots of his novels. 
His brain 
was active all the time and the task 
of reproducing on paper the things he 
Imagined and thought about became 
more or less a mechanical process.” 


NOT LIKELY TO SPOIL SCENE 


Actor Witling to Guarantee He Would 
Make Decent Corpse as the 
Dead Julius Caesar. 


Speculation is rife along the New 
York Rialto as to whether or not in 
William Faversham’a 
production 
of 
“Julius Caesar” Fuller Mellish. who 
has been cast for the part of Caesar, 
will actually appear in the oration 
scene. 
This is because of a quippant 
retort of Sir Herbert Tree, which has 
just found its way across the Atlan­ 
tic. 
Tree is quite a stickler for detail, 
and although it is generally custo­ 
mary for the dead Caesar to be rep­ 
resented in the oration scene 
by 
a 
dummy. Tree, in his recent revival of 
the Roman drama, insisted that the 
actor cast for Caesar should actually 
appear upon the bier. 
The Caesar of the play demurred, 
averring that he was subject to colds 
and that the drafts upon the stage 
might cause him to sneeze, thus spoil­ 
ing the effect of the scene, to which 
Tree quickly and dryly retorted, “ Nev­ 
e r mind; In that case you’d be playing 
‘Julius Cnaesar.’ ” 
To Mr. Faversham ’s solicitous in­ 
quiries Mr. Mellish has hastened to 
reply that he rarely sneezes, so the 
stage director can feel assured of a 
free rein.

realize the value of an employment 
bureau for Its students. 
Miss McArdle says th at one of tho 
best ways for girls to work their way 
through college is to get into a fam­ 
ily where in return for 
performing 
certain household duties 
they 
get 
room, board, laundry and car fares. 
Never before have so many girls been 
working th»ir way by this method as 
this year, and the supply 
was 
not 
equal to the demand. 
Miss McArdle 
Is working her way through college 
and in return for a specified number 
of hours at the bureau gets her tui­ 
tion free. 
Before taking up this work 
she had tutored, done office work and 
many other things to support herself 
while getting education.

Seedy and Unlikely Looking Individ­ 
ual Knew All About C ity’s Street 
Railway Troubles.

subject them to the process of firing. 
In the case of green tea the leaves 
are roasted almost Immediately after 
they are gathered, and dried off quick­ 
ly after being rolled Into balls by hand 
and 
squeezed. 
There 
are 
usually 
three pickings—early In April, when 
the leaves are covered with a whitish 
down (a limited output known as pe­ 
koe); toward the middle of May and 
again in August. 
Brick tea is made 
by pressing the damp tea In a mold 
In the form of a brick, 8 to 12 inches 
long and about one Inch thick. 
The 
fragrance of all scented tea Is not 
natural, but imparted by firing the 
leaf with a sort of 
jasm ine 
flower, 
called by the Chinese “mok-lee.” 
In 
Inferior teas the scenting flower is 
strew n over the top of the tea when 
packed and removed after a day or 
two. 
Flowery pekoes are white, vel­ 
vety tipped teas with no 
fragrance 
and are unfermented.

Few people really understand how 
rain Is measured.

the newspaper that so many Inches 
of rain have fallen during a certain 
period, but it is difficult to realize 
what an Inch of it actually 
means. 
The British Rainfall association have 
years* records of rainfalls In all parts 
of the United Kingdom. 
They have 
reports from several 
thousand 
sta­ 
tions, which are sent in by people 
who "work” the business as a kind 
of hobby. 
There are several wooden 
structures now in us© for measuring 
rain, 
and 
these 
ar© 
known

"gauges.” The most skillful is a con­ 
trivance with a funnel at the top, 
through which th© water passes into 
a cup-rec©lver. 
The weight of the 
rain automatically 
works a 
pencil. 
This marks on a sheet of paper wound 
round a cylinder, and when It has 
marked In this fashion two-tenths of 
an inch, the cup tilt* over and empties 
the contents.

the ventilation is bad. lf the lime wra- 
ter becomes milk on your covering the 
bottle mouth with your 
hand 
and 
shaking the vessel, the ventilation is 
not sufficiently good. If the lim#* water 
remains clear, th© air of that room Is 
pure.
